Contractors in New York Were 
Victims of Ploys to Fight 
Bias, Prosecutors Say

Thirty-one people wero indicted yes- 
lerday on charges that they ran eight 
Broups thal, under the guise of ebtain- 
ihg construction jobs for black and 
hispanic workers, violently extorted 
thousands of dollars from New York 
building contractors, 

Federal attorneys in Brooklyn said 
22 0f the 31 people indicted were arrest- 
ed by F.B.L agents and the police in 
raids that started early yesterday. Two 
others are reported to be in prison on 
other charges and seven have not been 
found. 2 

‘The indictments and arrests add an- 
othar new chapter in the contentious 
history of niinority hiring in the coit 
struction industry, Law-enforeement 
officials aad people in the construction 
industry say the proliferation of the 
extortionist groups are the jagged edge 
of 4 movement that has been trying 
since ths 1990's tv give black and His- 
panic workers a tochold in the largely 
witite and exclusionary building trades. 


tion, law-enforcement officials empha- 
sized that they had no ties to legitimate 
civirights groups that had been seek- 
ing wider employment of women and 
tninorities in the duilding trades. 

‘The authorities acted after the police 
had amassed hundreds of reports of 
incidents and payoffs, 

‘One example listed in the indictment 
said five men demanded $8,000 from: 
executives of the Arson ed 
Commany last year and that company 
officials did pay $1,000 to insure 
peace at an unidentified construction * 
site.

Mr. Kelly added that money extcr:- 
ed from construction companies and 
kickbacks paid by legitimate workers 
were being paid to leaders of ‘the 
coalitions whe were “padding their 
‘own pockets at the expense of the 
community.””
